According to bank officials four men entered

The 
weather w as very cold. 
The plight of the fishermen w as 
brought to the attention of the 
coast guard here when Captain 
Fortner

Canadian shore saying they had 
seen the men fishing and saw a 
field of ice break aw ay from the 
shore ice. All agreed that at least 
ten men were marooned and car­ 
ried aw ay. 
The coast guard estim ates that 
the men were fishing about three 
miles off shore when the break 
came, and that the southw est wind 
had carried the field out into the 
lake about six miles. The identity 
of the men is unknown. All are be­ 
lieved to be from Long Ppint, Ont.

BUFFALO, N ,Y„ Feb. 6— (IN S t 
— Captain Paul H. Forner ,coast 
guard commander .today appealed 
to the New York National Guard 
and Lieut. Edwin M. Boone, man­ 
ager of the Buffalo airport, to sup­ 
ply airplanes to search for the ten 
or more fishermen facing death on 
Lake Erie on a gigantic field of ice 
which broke aw ay from the off­ 
shore pack seven miles southwest 
of Windmill Point, Ont., Sunday a f­ 
ternoon. 
At daybreak the coast 
guard 
was 
patrolling both 
the 
Candian and American shores. The 
weather was very cold. 
The plight of the fishermen wras 
brought to the attention of the 
coast guard here when Captain 
Fortner received telephone calls 
from several residents along the 
Canadian shore saying they had 
seen the men fishing and saw a 
field of ice break aw ay from the 
shore ice. All agreed that at least 
ten men were marooned and car­ 
ried away. 
The coast guard estim ates that 
the men were fishing about three 
miles off shore when the break 
came, and that the southwest wind 
had carried the field out into the 
lake about six miles. The identity 
of the men is unknowm. All are be­ 
lieved to be from Long Ppint, Ont.
